‘S44. Paving Slated

For the fifth year in a row, the city of 
Grayling will have a major street paving 
program. The Grayling City Council at their 
regular meeting Dec. 12 authorized Gray- 
ling City Manager Jerry Morford to begin 
preliminary work with an engineer in 
Traverse City for a 1984 street program. It 
will be the eighth major street improvement 
program for the city in the last ten years. 

City Manager Jerry Morford indicated 


curbs and gutters along with necessary 
storm drainage work will be included in the 
paving program. Nineteen blocks will 
initially be looked at, but the number of 
blocks included in final plans will depend on 
bid estimates. The city could have an 
estimated $225,000 to spend on the program, 
said city treasurer Allen Schreiner. 

Most of the streets targeted for the 1984 
program will probably be in the north side of 
the city. 


Area Counties Look At 
Incineration To Solve 
Solid Waste Problem

Crawford County Commissioners have 
shown their support for an idea promoted by 
Roscommon County for area counties to 
meet and discuss building a regional in- 
cinerator for solid waste. 

Commissioners unanimously passed a 
show of support for the idea presented to the 
commissioners in a letter from Roscommon 
County commissioner Pat Doherty. 

In his letter, Doherty suggested Roscom- 
mon, Crawford, and neighboring counties 
pursue state and federal grants to build an 
incinerator. 

Crawford County Commissioner Larry 
Mattis said he recently talked to Ralph 
Ostling about _ incineration, and Ostling 
mentioned the most natural place for an 
area incinerator might be Camp Grayling 
because it could use heat and additional 
electricity produced by the incinerator. 

In October, the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners appointed a special com- 
mittee of Don Welser, Garland “Bud” 
Joyce, Randy Thompson, and Roy Spanger 


to study alternatives to the current landfill. 
The Crawford-Otsego landfill is beset with 
problems such as pollution at a monitor 
well, increasing operating costs, and 
operating without a state license. 

While discussing the Roscommon County 
proposal, Crawford County Commissioner 
Don Welser said if the federal government 
owned an incinerator here, he would be con- 
cerned about what they would burn in it. 

Commissioner Joyce said he though in- 
cineration was the only answer to landfill 
problems here and he felt the Army or 
federal government would not be able to 
violate laws governing materials burnt at 
incinerators. 

Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen said 
strong guidelines would be needed if an in- 
cinerator was located here. 

“Our air is pretty clean and I want to keep 
it that way,’ she said. 

The Crawford vote for the Roscommon 
County proposal to meet and discuss the 
idea only shows their interest and does not 
commit any funds. 


Animal Disposal Causing 
S$ Headache for County

The cost of removing dead dogs from the 
Crawford County Animal Shelter will in- 


. crease from $55 to $100 4 month in January. 
» County commissioners, already facing a 
* possible $57,000 debt for 1983, have asked 


commissioner John Miller to check into 
burying the dogs. 


Currently, unwanted dogs are killed every 
Thursday at the shelter and picked up Fri- 
days by a company that uses the bodies to 
make tallow. Sheriff Joe White said the 
county used to bury the dogs until the pickup 
service became cheaper than digging tren- 
ches in winter. The area had to be plowed all 
winter and it was difficult digging up enough 


sohteneebi nee TO dirt to cover the animals in cold weather. 


Dogs and other wild animals would uncover 
the remains if the ground was too frozen to 
dig enough dirt over the dogs. 

White said the number of dogs killed at the 
shelter has also increased — 58 dogs were 
killed in November. In 1982, 579 of the 929 
dogs the animal control officer picked up 
were killed at the center. 

Commissioner Mattis said he thought the 
county would need a land-use permit from 
the DNR to bury dogs and he thought there 
were laws preventing mel at the county 
landfill. 

Miller was asked to investleate alterna- 
tives to paying for weekly pick-up service, 
and until he reports to the board, the county 
will continue paying for the disposal ser- 
vice. 


County Freezes 
Hiring, Raises

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners have frozen wages, salaries, and 
new hiring of county employees until 
August, 1984. 

Commissioner Mary Harland made the 
motion to freeze all wages and salaries and 
freeze all new hiring including replace- 
ments for retirements, terminations, ‘and 
resignations with the exception of contract- 
ed services. The motion passed 6-1 with 
commissioner Larry Mattis the nay voter. 

The freeze order was prompted by an ex- 
pected $57,000 deficit in the 1983 budget and 
reduced revenues in the 1964 budget. 

The commissioners approved the freeze in 
the morning of the regular session held 
Tuesday, Dec. 13. In the afternoon, Sheriff 
Joe White brought in a request for raises for 
four part-time employees to bring their 
wages in line with recent increases given to 
union employees. 

Three part-time dispatchers and one-part 
time animal control officer did not receive 
raises granted to union employees. In the 
past, the part-time employees were paid at 
the beginning union wage. The beginning 
union wage of $3.68 was recently increased 
to $4.08. Sheriff White said the cost to bring 
the part-time employees’ wages in line with 
the union raises would be a total of about 


$1,160 a year for all four employees. 

A motion by commissioner Andie Neilson 
to “rectify an oversight’”’ and grant the 
raises was tabled until after the new year 
when more will be known about the 1983 
budget. 

Neilson said it was a slap in the face to 
omit the four part-time employees from 
raises just because they didn’t belong to the 
union. He said if the county can afford to 
give the union a raise, there should have 
been enough money for the others. 

“Nobody wants to give them the money 
more than I do,’’ Commissioner Harland 
said, ‘‘But where are you going to get the 
money?” 

“How can we be talking about more 
money when we don’t have enough now?”’, 
asked commissioner Don Welser referring 
to the expected $57,000 deficit. 

Later in the afternoon during committee 
reports, the entire Labor committee of Har- 
land, Mattis, and Kitchen resigned. 
Harland, chairperson of the committee 
which handles union negotiations and all 
other labor matters, said she was resigning 
to allow fellow board members the oppor- 
tunity to try their talents in this sensitive 
field. Board chairperson Kitchen then ap- 
pointed Joyce to chair the committee with 
Welser and Neilson as members. 


‘County Faces Deficit, 
Cuts Loom in 1984

Crawford County’s deficit 
for 1983 may be as much as 
$57,000 adding problems for 
next year’s budget, which 
already has encountered 
trouble because of expected 
declining revenues, 

County commissioners, 
uncertain of final 1983 
figures, put together a pre- 
liminary 1984 budget that 
basically follows totals for 
1983 with a few cuts to balan- 
ce by January 1, and the 
commissioners want to use 
the simplified budget to 
operate departments until a 
line-item budget can be 
worked out later when final 
1983 toals are known. 

The preliminary 1984 
budget left few of the ap- 
proximately 45 persons hap- 
py at the proposed budget 
public hearing Monday 
night. 

The preliminary budget 
indicated the sheriff depart- 
ment and jail would receive 
a total of about $33,000 less 
than spent this year and 
about $77,000 less than the 
sheriff says he will need to 
run a no-frills operation. 

Jack Waters, from 
Frederic, spoke first at the 
hearing, stating we need law 
enforcement, and Dick 
Wieber, of Grayling Town- 
ship, told his commissioner 
he wanted no decrease in 
funding for the sheriff dept. 

Ed Holtcamp, represent- 
ing Beaver Creek Fire Dept., 
said he realized the budget 
figures weren’t definite yet, 
and in that case, he wanted 
to talk about priorities. He 
said public safety should be 
first on the commissioners’ 
list of priorities and funds for 
public safety should be the 
last thing cut. If there have 
to be cuts, he asked the 
commissioners to look to 
other areas first. He men- 
tioned the airport, which was 
$50,000 over budgeted expen- 
ses for 1982-83, as one area 
that was not a8 necessary as 
a sheriff dept. 

Jack Sinko, director of a 
four-county health depart- 
ment, and Marie Mahaney 
spoke about the services of- 
fered by the county health 


- department and said the pre- 


liminary . allocations 


wouldn’t be enough to pay 
for Crawford County’s share 
in expenses. Sinko, who said 
he had enough information 
for an hour and a_ half 
presentation, arranged to 
meet with the board at 
another time. 

Jim Parker, from- the 
Sheriff Dept., said he repre- 
sented the sheriff officers 
and deputies who are driving 
patrol cars with more than 
190,000 miles on them with 
two instances of wheels 
falling off. Parker said the 
situations is scary and get- 
ting worse. He said the of- 
ficers were lucky to only be 
driving less than 20 miles an 
hour when the wheels fell off. 
Parker told commissioners 
money for new patrol cars 
should be a top priority for 
the 1984 budget. 

“Ninety-nine percent of 


the time, sheriff officers are 
the first ones at a fire, ac- 
cident, or ambulance call,” 
Parker said. 

New patrol cars will help 
save lives of the public as 
well as protect the lives of 
the men driving them, he 
said. 

Paul Smith, also from the 
Sheriff Dept., said money 
spent for county emergency 
crews buys one heck of a 
service and should be the top 
priority for a county budget. 

Charles Haas, from the 
Sheriff Dept., told com- 
missioners it was quite a late 
date for just a preliminary 
hearing and said department 
heads don’t deserve last. 
minute arrangements which 
make planning difficult. He 
also asked if taxpayers will 
have the right to voice their

My Mother was an in- 
telligent business woman. 
She ran a perfect household 
and was an excellent cook 
and seamstress. Now she 
does not recognize most of 
her own family. My Mother 
has Alzheimer’s Disease. 
She has had it now for eleven 
years. 

My daughter and I had 
never heard of this disease 
and became very curious. 
We started writing for in- 
formation. We received most 
of the help through the 
Alzheimer’s Disease and 
Related Disorders Associa- 
tion in Chicago, Illinois. ~ 

Alzheimer’s Disease will 
strike 2.5 million people in 
1983. It is the 4th leading 
killer in the United States 
and will be responsible for 
120,000 deaths in 1983. Fif- 
teen percent of those over 
the age of 65 are already af- 
flicted. It is not restricted to 
the elderly. It has been found 
in some as young as their 
40’s and the youngest diag- 
nosed case is 27 years old. 

Alzheimer’s Disease is a 
irreversible 
brain disease. The 
progression begins with con- 
fusion and forgetfulness of 
everyday tasks. It ends with 
devastating dementia. 

There are 206 diagnosed 
cases in Otsego County. The 
problems these families face 
in the long term care of these 
patients, as well as the 
emotional, financial and 
social stress are immense 
and all too often devastating. 

The Support Group for 
these families was formed to 
offer as up te date informa- 
tion as made available. It is 
a place for them to share 
their problems, vent their 
frustrations and to let them 
know that they are not alone.

Medication 


Millions of older Amer- 
icans take prescription med- 
icine on a regular basis and a 
surprising number of them 
must look at the label or call 
their doctor when someone 
asks them what they are tak- 
ing. What some may know 
about drugs they are taking 
can be nothing more than it is 
for a back ache or that it re- 
lieves leg pains, 

In most instances, pa- 
tients were carefully told by 
their physicians the generic 
and brand name of prescrib- 
ed medicine. They just didn’t 
pay attention. If the prescrip- 
tion was renewable, they had 
nothing to worry about. 
When the supply ran out, a 
call to the pharmacist would 
secure arefill. 

Patients who receive pre- 


scriptions owe it to their health 
to make notes on each pre- 
scription, possible side ef- 
fects and possible interac- 
tions with other drugs they 
may be taking or might take 
in the future. Most physicians 
provide this information. If 
they don’t, ask and write it 
down. 

Knowing the medication 
that you are taking—and the 
medication that you should 
not take can be highly import- 
ant if you are involved in an 
accident or lose your supply 
of medication while on an 
extended vacation. 

Write it down so you will 
remember; keep it on your 
person so that others can find 
it in the event of an emer- 


gency.

especially Hispanics - will continue 
to increase, said researcher Harold 
Hodgkinson. 

Further, Hodgkinson, a_ senior 
fellow at the Institute for Education 
Leadership, said colleges must look 
to businesses as a way of providing 
necessary resources for the colleges. 

While the state, in the case of 
public institutions, will continue to 
provide basic financing for colleges 
and universities, businesses may be 
able to provide some services and 
equipment needs, he said. 

Currently, he said, 10 million 
workers are taking 18 million cour- 
ses this year. But most of the cour- 
ses are within businesses or 
business-run institutions, 

In looking for future enrollment, 
‘you've got to scan the environment 
to include this within the last 10 
years almost every college has had a 
contact with businesses that would 
have been unieard of before.” 

Colleges have to be ‘‘clever’’ in 
making contacts with businesses, 
Hodgkinson said. Such contacts can 
include providing courses’ in 
remedial language skills, or barter- 
ing such things as university health 
facilities for the use of computing 
equipment that a business might 
have, Hodgkinson said,

Providing resources and services 


allow the colleges to be more en- 


trepreneurial in their activities and 
contacts, he said. 


But in the long run, he said, 


assimilation minority populations 
into higher education will be a more 
difficult problem. 

The average age of both black and 
Hispanic persons is much younger 
than that for whites (the average 
white is 31 years old; the average 
black, 25; and the average Hispanic, 
22). 

The population of minorities in the 
U.S. has grown from about 10 per- 
cent in the 1950’s to 35-40 percent 
today, he said. 

In addition, the large city school 
districts - which are populated 
almost overwhelmingly by 
minorities - are seeing the greatest 
improvement in test scores, he said, 
meaning that minorities will be 
qualified to attend college, but 
because of their continued poorer 
economic status, be unable to finan- 
ce a higher education. 

With assimilating the increasing 
number of minorities, Hodgkinson 
said, the population of traditional 
students at colleges will go down 
more than the overall population of 


young people. 
The use of ‘‘enlightened  self- 
interest’”’ by both colleges and 


businesses will be the best hope of 
assuring minorities access to higher 
education, he said, as businesses 
need educated workers and colleges 
need students.

Feasting on boar’s head: 
traditional holiday fare 


The hustle-bustle of the holi- 
day season is not to be found in 
department stores alone. 
Another center of much activity 
at Christmastime is the kitchen, 
where, tor days betore the holi- 
day, the smell of cakes baking 
and meats roasting announce the 
arrival of the season to discern- 
ing noses. 

The tradition of feasting at 


Christmas is as old as the holi- ., 


day itself, and each culture has 
its peculiarities when it comes to 
holiday menus. 


A popular custom 


Perhaps one of the most 
peculiar of holiday foods is the 
boar's head, a long-standing 
culinary tradition among the 
British. While a feast featuring 
boar’s head has become less 
common in England in the past 
decades, this centuries-old cus- 
tom is still practiced with great 
ritual among traditionalists. 


Some say the custom goes 
back to pre-Christian days when 
the Druids killed a boar and of- 


fered its head as a sacrifice to the 
goddess Freya at the Winter sol- 
stice. Others trace the boar’s 
head ceremony to Viking days, 
when at the season of Yu-ul the 
Vikings sacrificed a boar and 
feasted on its head to accelerate 
the sun’s return. 


Flourish of pageantry 


Ancient societies and clubs in 
such cities as London, Oxford 
and Cambridge still observe the 
2000-year old feast, where the 
boar’s head is carried into the 
dining hall in a flourish of 
pageantry. The chef bears the 
head on a tray, followed by the 
knife bearer, choristers and 
minstrels. 


This great delicacy is splen- 
didly decorated with a garland 
of rosemary and laurel and, as a 
final touch, a lemon-—the sym- 
bol of plenty—is placed in its 
mouth, 

A modern variation of the 
boar’s head feast is the feasting 
on a suckling pig, a more com- 
mon practice in England today.

There’s hardly a Christmas 
tradition that's more universally 
popular than trimming the tree. 
Be it live, fresh-cut or artificial, 
a brightly decorated tree sets the 
Stage for a spirited holiday 
celebration. 

Tree-trimming is a custom 
that was exported from Ger- 
many to England in the late 18th 
century. But it was not 
popularized until the 1840s 
when Prince Albert introduced 
it into the royal family, thereby 
setting a precedent which has 
since been followed by royalty 
and the common man alike. 

lt is said that Martin Luther 


> la 


was so moved by the sight of 
stars twinkling in the sky above 
a grove of evergreen trees, that 
he sought to simulate their effect 
by setting candles on a small 
evergreen which he brought into 
his home. 

In Victorian England, the 
Christmas tree was laden with 
sweets, fruits and nuts—as well 
as dancing candles. These edi- 
bles were not eaten until the 
dismantling of the tree on the 
Twelfth Night, adding an ele- 
ment of gaiety to the otherwise 
sobering activity of putting dec- 
orations away until the next 
year. 

Eventually, omaments made 
by glassblowers and wood 
carvers came to replace the edi- 
ble decorations on Christmas 
trees. Today, tree-trimming has 
been elevated to a considerable

art form, a medium for the 
trimmer’s expression. 

For some, a simple garland 
made by stringing popcom and 
cranberries is an eye-pleasing 
decoration, while for others, 
elaborate links of red and green 
balsa wood appear more festive. 

Red ribbons and candy canes 
may suit one trimmer’s taste, 
while velvet-covered turtle 
doves and hand-painted wooden 
figures may suit another’s, 

The key to tree-trimming is to 
have fun at it, whether one opts 
for real candles or twinkling, 
multi-colored lights; for a 


strongly-scented Douglas fir or 


an artificial tree. 

After all, the evergreen is but 
a symbol of the presence of life

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The First 
American Christmas

Measure top of box and 
cut paper to its size; cement 
in place. Glue on bright geo- 
metrical designs made of 
contrasting paper. They are 
pretty enough without ribbon.

German and Swiss Christ- 
mas customs are followed in 
parts of Pennsylvania.
